Udinc. Italy, Tuesday, Sept. 4.—It 


is impossible thus far to give even 
an approximate idea of the immense 
quantity of booty which has fallen 
into, the hands of the Italians since 
the. beginning, of their advance. The 
materials captured show the precip- 
itation with which the Austrians fled 
all along, the line of attack. On the 
Bairislcsa plateau near Santo Spirito 
and ' Laska whole convoys of arms 
and- tnunltlons were abandoned in 
each haste that there was no time 
to-destroy them. At one point thou- 
sands of boxes of projectiles, hand- 
grenades, rockets, shoes, rifles and 
helmets were strewn everywhere. 
Some of the caverns are still pac 
with Austrian dead, lying on 
another. 
The bodies are 
being 


barfed gradually. 


Mule paths and the adjacent side 


hills are littered with unexpiodcd 
projectiles which the fugitives threw 
away, together with daggers, swords 
and Iron-studded maces, used for dis- 
patching the wounded. On Hill No. 
5«1 the Italians captured three lv5-. 
millimeters cannon. Two of them 
were perfectly serviceable and the 
Italians turned them on the fleeing 
enemy, firing 1000 shots. 


In an armored dugout near Ra- 


vena the Italians discovered the en- 
tire equipment of an Austrian staff 
of brigade. The extraordinary var- 
iety of objects found testif:ed to the 
haute of the retreat 
It included 


electric lights, official documents, 
toilet articles, kitchen utensils, ven- 
tilators, and even love letters. Ra- 
vena was the Austrian center of sup- 
plies for engineer troops and nearby 
were found stores of picks, shovels, 
hose and wire-cutters, entire outfits 
of electric equipments, miles of steel 
nil* and innumerable rolls of barbed 
wire.

CAUSING TROUBLE

and -expressed his confidence that 
the friendship of the nations would 
prevail over-the- intrigue. 
- Introduced by Speaker Clark in a 
few words, Viscount Ishii was receiv- 
ed with a great demonstration from 
the floor and crowded galleries. He 
said in part: 
"I thank you most sincerely for' 


this gracious reception. 
The rare 


opportunity thus afforded to me is 
deeply appreciated throughout the 
nation I have the honor to represent: 
I bring a message, borne by us across 
and ocean and a continent from the 
emperor and the people of our be- 
loved island set in the far eastern

London, Sen£ 5.—The first moon- 


light air raid over the London dis- 
trict occurred about midnight last 
night and resulted in the dropping 
of bombs, but the full extent of the 
.damage is yet unknown and no 
ualties have been reported. 


Eleven persons were killed and 62 


injured in the ra;u. One raider is 
reported to have been brought'down 
off Sheerness, it is announced offi- 
cially. 


One bomb fell just outside a hos- 


pital, another smashed through a 
theatr? and still another hit a retail 
store^ in which a number of girls 
were sleeping. Notwithstanding the 
moonlight, nothing couM be seen of 
tlie raiders, although their engines 
could be beard over head. That they 
were invisible was perhaps due to a 
slight haze which, however, was in- 
sufficient to obscure the moon. The 
raiders. were constantly shelled by 
'anti-aircraft guns and several Brit- 
ish macbiaes took the air to attack 
the invaders. 


The streets were practically 
de- 


serted af the time of the raid, it be- 
ing iot;g after theatre hours. The 
few late street cars tha.t were run- 
ning either put out their lights or 
stopped. A message from a south- 
eastern district says that apparently 
the invaders crossed the North Sea 
in threo successive, groups and that 
ail Were severely shelled both arriv- 
ing and returning.

MICHAELIS CLAIMS 


TRIAL DISCLOSES 
SLAVS CAUSED WAR 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Amsterdam, Sept. 5.—In an inter- 


view with a representative of the 
press the* German chancellor, Dr. 
George Michaelis has made a state- 
ment in regard to the disclosures at 
the trial at Petrograd for high trea- 
son of General Soukhoml aoff, for- 
mer minister of war. 


Great prominence has been given 


in-the German press recently to tes- 
timony said to -have been taken at 
the Soukhomlinoff trial tending to 
show Russia's responsibility for the 
beginning of the war. Accounts of 
the trial reaching this country have 
not contained such testimony. 
The 


chancellor said: 


"The statements of the former 


Russian war minister and the for- 
mer chief of the general staff (Gen- 
eral Januschkevitch) are of ' the 
greatest importance. They are cal- 
culated chiefly to destroy the legand 
of Germany's guilt in starting' the 
war and they will force European 
opinion if-the-reports are allowed to 
be published abroad, to revise- its 
judgment on Germany. 


"The moment .at- which these dis- 


closures were made is the more fav- 
orable as we have just had knowledge 
of the American reply to the pope's 
note urging peace. 
In Secretary 


Lansing's answer the German gov- 
ernment is described as an irrespon- 
sible government which secretly 
planned 
to • dominate 
the world, 


which chose its own time for the war 
and cruelly and suddenly executed 
its plan; which did not heed legal 
barriers 
or 
truthfulness; 
which 


flooded a great continent with blood, 
not only of soldiers, but of innocent 
women and children, the helpless and 
the poor. When adopting these ac- 
cusations from the entente factory 
of calumnies the American govern- 
ment obviously had no knowledge of 
the

A GERMAN REPUBLIC? 


(Rochester post-Express.) 


The controversy iu Harper'* for 


September as to the political future 
of Germany Is an intellectual duel 
between Dr. Kuno Kraucke and Mr. 
James M. Beck. 
Dr. Krancke says 


that German opinion is against the 
formation of a republic iu Germany. 
He forgets that even tho foremost 
leaders of science and of "kultur" In 
Germany have supported the rule of 
the' kaiser, so that, for the present 
at least, so-called German opinion Is 
largely laudation of autocracy and 
militarism. 


Mr. Beck in his reply quotes Bis- 


marck's remarkable words: "No one 
can look into the cards held by Prov- 
idence." 
This metaphor showa, the 


Bismarckian conception 
of 
man's 


relation to his Maker as a gamble. 
Nevertheless, apart from its presump- 
tuous audacity, Bismau'k's 
dictum 


indicates the astuteness of that mas- 
ter of statecraft. 
He furthermore 


held that in weighing its chances of 
success a country should take into 
account the "Imponderables." What 
he meant by this is that a 
nation 


must reckon with the uuforseen. 


Suppose Germany is beaten. 
Mr. 


Beck asks, what attitude will 
the 


German pebple take? They cannot as 
a sane population face the possibili- 
ty of national destruition. Whether 
a German republic is a potentiality, 
he suggests, will depend on the spirit 
of the German 
soldiers 
returning 


from the trenches. 
Will they not. 


he asks, call the "supreme war lord" 
to a "stern reckoning"? 
Moreover 


the continuance of the monarchy can- 
not rest with the German people. If 
Germany is defeated, the final de- 
termination of this question will rest- 
with the entente powers. 


We know from bitter experience 


that no reliance can be placed 
on 


any promise made by the kaiser. Me 
has dealt with a solemn treaty as a 
mere "scrap of paper." Even when 


is utterly vanquished, it will not 


i>e safe to have any negotiations with 
him, 
any mem-ber of his family, or 


any of the Pan German clique which 
has backed him in this war. 


What then is 
to happen? Mr. 


Beck believes that the spirit of 184$ 
s not dead, that there are still in 
Germany men like Carl Schurz, and 
that under their leadership a demo- 
cratic Germany will arise. 


If German efficiency were allied to 


German liberty under a German re- 
public, the world would have reason 
:o rejoice.

GERMANY'S DEBT. 


(The New Republic.) 


Germany's war credits from the 


beginning of the war to the present 
moment have amounted to about 
922,000,000,000. Huge as it is, this 
sum does not include grants of credit 
to Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Turkey, which may well enter into 
the category 
of doubtful assets. 


Germany's aggregate capital wealth 
before the war did not greatly ex- 
ceed *80,000,000,OwO. 
Her agsrs- 


gate of individual incomes can hard- 
ly have exceeded' $12,000.000.000. 
If the war were to end today, mere 
interest on the war debt would ab- 
sorb 10 per cent of all incomes, big 
and little—rather more than the 
total tax burden that will conven- 
iently rest upon a people. The war 
is not ended, and every month adds 
a half a billion dollars to Germany's 
war debt. In the beginning the Ger- 
man ruling class hoped to roll the 
burden of debt upon a conquered 
enemy. This hope has long been ex- 
tinct. And as the burden of debt 
grows, the burden of accountability 
upon those who willed the war be- 
comes more tremendous. Before the 
German 
autocracy 
has explained 


away the war debt. It will have 
learned that no long war pays.

IN A PRISON GAMP 


• IN BRANDENBURG 


Washington, 
Sept. 
5.—Captain 


Albert Oliver of the American tank 
steamer Campana and four of the 
five members of the naval gun crew, 
who were taken prisoners when then- 
ship was captured and sunk August; 
6 by a German submarine, are in a I 
prison camp at Brandenburg, Prus- 
sia, the American Red Cross was ad- 
vised 
yesterday 
by 
cable 
from 


Geneva. 
The message made no mention of 


Seaman William Albert Miller, the 
other prisoner, and an inquiry has 
been cabled to Geneva to learn his 
fate. The four gunners held by the 
Germans are James Delaney. chief 
gunner's mate, in charge of the gun 
crew; Ray Roop. boatswain's mate: 
Charles Lovan Kline, gunner's mate, 
and Fred Stephen Jacob, a seaman. 
They, with Miller, were the 
fir«t 


American naval men to be taken 
prisoners since war was declared. 
It has been feared that Captain 
Oliver had been lost, as a French 
cruiser which picked up the remaind- 
er of the tanker's crew reported that 
a U-boat had been sent down that 
day by another French warship near 
where the Campana was sunk. 


The Campana was forced to sur- 


render because the navrl guard had 
exhausted its supplv of 180 shells 
in a four hours' running fight with 
the submarine, which fired several 
hundred shots at a range of more 
than 7000 yards.
